According  to  the  latest  jstimatis  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Statistics,  the  1918-19  wheat  crop  did  not  exceed  10,104,000  bushels 
and  v/as  inferior  in  quality.     The  linseed  crop  is  estimated  at 
24,251,000  pounds  against  18,666,000  pounds  in  1917-18,  while  oats 
are  estimated  to  have  yielded  3,4*5,000  bushels  as  compared  with 
3,697,000  bushels  in  1917-18.

UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA- 

The  cultivated  area  under  corn  in  1918-19  was  2,950,095 
acres  compared  with  3,299,882  in  1917-18.     The  yield  was  32,856,634 
bushels  in  1918-19  compared  with  34,285,183  in  1917-18.    The  yield 
per  acre  is  therefore  11.2  bushels  in  1918-19  compared  with  10.4 
bushels  psr  acre  in  1917-18.     (lnt3rnational  Crop  Report). 

WHEAT. 

INDIA. 

According  to  the  third  wheat  forecast,  issued         30,  1919, 
the  total  area  is  estimated  at  23,566,000  acres,  as  against 
35,357,000  acres,  the  corresponding  estimate  of  last  year.  The 
total  yield  is  estimated  at  276,528,000  bushels  as  against 
380,091,000  bushels,  the  corresponding  estimate  of  last  year,  or 
370,421,000  bushels  the  final  estimate  of  last  year,  (Official 
Report) . 

NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

Reports  recently  published  give  the  wheat  harvest  for  New 
South  Wales  for  1918-19  at  17,832,910  bushels,  and  that  of  wheat 
hay  at  519,290  tons.    The  wheat  yield  was  only  7.4  bushels  per 
acre.     The  yield  in  1917-18  was  66,764,910  bushels  and  the  yield 
per  acre  15.9  bushels,  and  the  wheat  hay  amounted  to  1,211,677 
tons.     The  recent  short  crop  was  owing  to  the  very  severe  drought 
which  largely  affected  the  wheat  areas  in  New  South  Wales.  (Consul 
General,  Sidney,  Australia). 

SPAIN. 

Spanish  Wheat  Crop. -The  estimated  yield  of  wheat  in  Spain 
in  1919  is  given  as  138,398,000  tons,  or  2.0  per  cent  above  the 
1918  yield,     The  area  is  put  at  11,318,000  acres  or  10.6  p3r  cent 
more  than  last  year..    (The  London  Grain,  Seed  and  Oil  Reporter).

ALGERIA. 


The  production  of  raw  sugar  in  Germany  in  the  season  1917-18 
was  estimated  as  1,699,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  2,994,000  short 
tons  in  1913-14. 

(Commerce  Reports;  quoted  from  Willett  and  Gray.) 


COTTON. 


Cotton  cultivation  is  /being  extended  in  Northern  Kiangpei  and  ex- 
periments are  being  made  in  Eaichow,  partly  with  American  seeds.  A 
large  amount  of  capital  is  being  invested  in  the  cotton-spinning  in- 
dustry, and  a  number  of  additional  cotton  mills  are  planted.  (The 
Board  of  Trade  Journal), 


Lower  Egypt. -Owing  to  bad  weather,  frequent  winds,  rains  and 
humidity,   the  temperature  in  fey  has  been  unfavorable  to  the  young 
cotton  plants,  thus  checking  their  growth  to  some  extant.     The  plants 
in  general  look  healthy,  but  the  crops  are  about  15  to  20  days  late. 
Water  for  irrigation  continues  to  be  sufficient,  but  will  certainly 
be  scarce  during  June  and  July,     In  a  few  localities  cotton  worm 
egg-masses  have  been  reported,  but  they  were  destroyed  by  picking  off 
the  affected  leaves. 

Upper  Egypt  and  Fayoum. -The  temperature  has  been  unfavorable 
and  delayed  the  growth  of  the  young  plants.     The  crops  are  about  20 
days  late.     Water  for  irrigation  is,  at  present,  sufficient.     No  ap- 
pearance of  worm  has  been  reported.     (The  London  Grain,  Seed  and  Oil 
Reporter;  Dispatch  dated  June  3.) 


TOBACCO. 


Among,  the  crops  susceptible  of  much  wider  cultivation  is 
tobacco,     The  yield  of  the  tobacco  crop  in  1918  eclipsed  greatly 
all  previous  production  amounting  to  24,000  metric  tons  (2,204.6 
pounds)  of  leaf.     In  1917  the  production  according  to  official 
figures  attained  16,000  metric  tons.     The  pre-war  production  of 
Algeria  was  about  9,000  metric  tons,  of  which  3,000  metric  tons 
were  consumed  in  the  country.     The  manufacture  of  tobacco  is  a 
leading  industry  in  Algeria  and  large  quantities  of  American  and 
other  tobacco  are  imported  annually  for  blending  with  the  native 
product.     (American  Consul  at  Algiers,  June  6,  1919)

ALGERIA. 

The  Algerian  live-stock  industry  will  not  he  in  a  position  in 
normal  times  tc  export  more  than  20,000  or  25,000  head  of  large 
cattle.     In  1915,  Algeria  furnished  to  France,  Tunisia,  and  Morocco 
nearly  60,000  head,  "but  this  exportation  has  reduced  the  herds  to  such 
an  extent  that  one  cannot  count  on  exporting  to  Francs  in  the  future 
more  than  15,000  head  annually. 

As  to  sheep,  the  flocks  number  8,000,000  or  9,000,000  head. 
In  1905,  there  were  9,062,636  and  in  1914,  8,338,023.     In  view  of 
the  fact  that  from  1901  to  1910  the  exports  of  sheep  averaged  1,200,000 
head  and  that  this  figure  was  almost  attained  in  the  period  from  1911 
to  1915,  and  in  1913  in  fact  surpassed,  it  would  not  seem  impossible 
in  the  future  to  maintain  and  perhaps  increase  this  quantity  of  ex- 
ports.    (American  Consul,  Algiers,  Algeria,  May  25,  1919). 

AUSTRALIA. 

Recent  published  returns  state  that  there  are  now  in  Australia 
91,676,281  sheep  and  11,040,391  cattle.     (Consul  General  J.  I.  Brittain 
Sydney,  May  27,  1919).
